BONUS BEATEN, 
SILVER PASSED 


Senate Acts Quickly on Two 
Measures; House Expected 
To Approve. 


W ashington, June 12 
(AP).—In 
rapid succession, tho senate Monday 
night voted down a proposal for im ­ 
mediate paym ent of the soldiers’ 
bonus certificates and passed the 
adm inistration’s 
silver 
purchase 
plan. 
The two votes removed two of the 
measures th a t rem ained to be dis­ 
posed of before adjournm ent. 
The silver bill authorizes the ad­ 
m inistration to buy silver and issue 
silver certificates until a fourth of 
the nation's money is backed by sil­ 
ver. 
Bill Goes Back to House 
It goes back to the house for ac­ 
tion on senate amendments. These 
were expected to be approved w ith­ 
out the usual conference delay to 
send the bill immediately to the 
white house for President Roose­ 
velt’s assured signature. 
Despite days of debate and m onths 
of backstage negotiation and con­ 
troversy, the .t ilver bill was passed 
by the comfortable m argin of 55 to 
25. without acceptance of a single 
am endm ent opposed by the adm in­ 
istration forces. 
Shipstead Offers Bonus Amendment 
Only a few m inutes earlier the 
senate had rejected the cash bonus 
am endm ent offered by Senator Ship­ 
stead (F.-L., Minn.) by 51 to 31, 
without a word of debate. A bonus 
proposal was beaten early in the 
session by the more decisive m argin 
of 64 to 24. 
Eight republicans lined up with 
forty-six democrats and Shipstead, 
the lone farm er-laborite, to pass the 
silver bill with nineteen republicans 
and six dem ocrats voting in opposi­ 
tion. 
The entire silver bloc voted for 
the bill, even those senators who 
had sought to amend it on the
